The heroism of Lyle Eldredge, 291 
Ida Btreet, Antioch, in ^saving two 
Bkaters from drowhlnj?. wa«'''roCob* 
nlMd here by-.the Carnegie Hero Fund 
ConmilBBlon which awarded a bronze 
mbdfir to lEldrcdKe," according to a 
U6WB dUpatch from Pittsburgh. 

On tho night of December 3, 1929, 
Eldredge, 27, on electrician, and JameB 
U Duffy, 30, a. carpenter, were skat- 
ing on- a lake, pullluK Utk Duffy be- 
tween them. Suddenly they skated 
Into.open water. 20 feet deep and ex- 
tending lOO'feet to the bank. . 

Eldredge towed Mrs. Duffy to the 
edge of the Ice which broke for' IV 
feet befort' they were able to- gain 
support after being submerged twice; 
iThen'Eldredge turned and . swaxn ' IB. 
feet bo Duffy and raised htm -to :.the 
surface.. Diiffy pinned down the -arms 
of his. rescuer and .both monv were 
submerged. With great exertion, Eld- 
redge' freed himself and polled. Duffy 
to the Ice. Eldredge scrambled out and 
pulled . the other two* to 'safety. The 
three .made .their way three-quarters 
of a jnllo to a farmhouse with the 
temperature 14 below tero. * Three 
limes, during the. night, Eldredge 
lapsed into unconBclousnesa. All three 
recovered. 

\ .The event Is woll remembered hero, 
OB the .trio wore employed at Paschen- 
dale-'Fann and were well, known to 
Antioch people. .It was with surprise 
that f^dredge reoolved. notice a few 
days ago that he was to re'celVe'the
